INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


The old Virginia house of Westover, on the James River not 
far from Richmond, is one of the historical country houses of 
that historical state. Originally patented by Lord Delaware 
(a West) and by him named after his English manor of West- 
over in Somersetshire, the house was preserved from destruction 
throughout the Civil War by being the headquarters of both Gen- 
eral McClellan and General Fitz-John Porter. It was purchased 
in recent years by Mrs. C. Sears Ramsay and by her beautifully 
furnished and restored to its English Eighteenth Century appear- 
ance. Some few of the original furnishings were found by Mrs. 
Ramsay in the house, but it was to her taste in securing old-time 
pieces and others made in the style of the Eighteenth Century 
that the notably decorative appearance of the interior of West- 
over was due. 

The entire contents of this typical old Virginian country-house 
are now to be dispersed under the auspices of the American Art 
Association and attention is accordingly directed to the unusual 
opportunity offered to those who wish to add to their collection 
pieces of strikingly decorative appearance. They will find ma- 
hogany sideboards and bookcases, chairs and tables, the latter 
including a fine dining table, in three sections, of the Eighteenth 
Century, as well as inlaid walnut cabinets of a century earlier. 
Especially striking are the four-post beds, with attractive hang- 
ings, one of them, a most unusual example, in lacquer inlaid with 
mother-of-pearl, one of them of early American make, and an- 
other of cedar-wood, arranged for rope springs, as was the fashion 
in this country a hundred years ago. There are but a few pic- 
tures, but these include a pair of decorative masterpieces by 
Charles Le Brun, the first director, in the Seventeenth Century, 
of Colbert’s Gobelins Tapestry Factory. These were procured 
for Mrs. Ramsay by an English painter and were passed upon 
by the late Sir Charles Holroyd, head of the English National 
Gallery. Among the smaller articles will be found lustred lamps 
and candelabra of the early Nineteenth Century, cut-glass table 
services, and china and pottery of pleasing appearance. Brass 
and wrought-iron grates, and irons; and fire-sets, as well as the 
bric-a-brac and bibelots which are inevitable accompaniments 
of a well-furnished house. Altogether, the Westover Collection will 
be found of exceeding interest by all those whose inclinations are 
towards American furnishings of the Eighteenth and early Nine- 
teenth Centuries. 





CONDITIONS OF SALE

ing from such re-sale shall be a charge against such purchaser. 

4. Delivery of any purchase will be made only upon pay- 
ment of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made on sales days between the hours of 
9 A. M. and 1 P. M., and on other days—except holidays— 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American 
Art Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may be, and only 
on presenting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, 


of any purchase during the session of the sale at which it was sold. 


5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business 
in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be 
performed by the Association for purchasers. The Association 
will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing 
at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers; doing so, 
however, without any assumption of responsibility on its part 
for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the 
purchaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, 
and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in 
caring for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself 
responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed 
within ten days from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Asso- 
ciation of the correctness of the description, genuineness or au- 
thenticity of any lot, and no sale will be set aside on account of 
any incorrectness, error of cataloguing, or any imperfection not 
noted. Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior 
to its sale, after which it is sold ‘fas is” and without recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot 
correctly, and will give consideration to the opinion of any trust- 
worthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incorrectly cata- 
logued, and, in its judgment, may either sell the lot as catalogued 
or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who thereby would 
become responsible for such damage as might result were his 


opinion without proper foundation.
